Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  i-mnual  Report  for  the 
year  ending  31st  December  1942o 

The  report  has  been  curtailed  in  accordance  with  the 
Ministry  of  Health’s  instructions  but  the  main  facts  necessary 
for  the  keeping  of  accurate  records  for  future  reference,  are 
included. 

The  portion  of  the  report  relating  to  the  Sanitary 
Circumstances  of  the  area  . has  been  prepared  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

The  health  of  your  district  is  good.  The  death  rate 
of  12*1  con^ares  very  favourably  with  that  of  the  other  parts 
of  the  country.  The  birth  rate  16*7  also  is  virell  maintained# 
Measles  have  been  prevalent  but  the  mild  season tes  partly 
accounted  for  the  mildness  of  the  course  of  the  disease.  There 
were. few  cases  of  pneumonia  or  other  usual  accompaniments  of  the 
disease.  There  were  no  deaths  from  the  disease. 

As  regards  the  general  health  of  the  area,  there  is 
certainly  a definite  tightening  up  of  the  food  but  I maintain 
that  we  are  still  far  from  starvation  point.  There  are 
certainly  cases  of  strain  in  v/orkers  who  have  been  sent  to 
other  o'o'bs  and  the  difficulties  of  travel,  long  hours,  irregular 
meals  and  night  shifts  have,  to  some  extent,  started  to  make 
themselves  felt  amongst  the  people. 

As  regards  A.R.P.,  I feel  sure  there  are  many  people  virho 
might  take  more,  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  community  at  large 
and  take  advantage  of  the  chances  that  are  presented  of  becoming 
more  efficient  in  dealing  with  circumstances  which  may  arise. 

Iviy  most  sincere  thanks  are  due  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
for  his  help.

SECTION  B - GENERiiL  PBOVTSION  OF  HEi.LTH  SERVICES 


Ambulande  Facilities  - For  infectious  oases  a Motor  Arnbulance  is 
maintained  "by  the  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  Committee* 

For  accident  and  urgon^t  sickness  cases,  a privately  ovmed  motor 
ambulance  serves  this  area  and  the  adjoining  Kirkhurton  area,  under 
an  agreement  and  payment  of  subsidies  by  the  tvro  authorities.  Its 
service  has  been  good  and  reliable  and  it  is  available  day  and  night. 
There  is  no  charge  for  conveyance  within  the  area  or  from  the  area  to 
the  Huddersfield  Royal  Infirmary,  but  a charge  is  made  for  conveyance 
to  places  farther  away. 

An  ambulance  maintained  by  the  Huddersfield  Royal  Infirmary 
under  a contributory  scheme  is  also  available  to  contributors. 

Hospitals  - Infectious  diseases  are  treated  at  the  Penistone  Joint 
Isolation  Hospital  v^hich  is  situate  a short  distance  outside  the 
area.  The  Hospital  is  controlled  by  a joint  Committee  of 
representatives  of  the  constituent  authorities. 

For  smallpoK  there  is  a separate  small  hospital  situate  in  the 
same  neighboiirhood  and  controlled  by  the  same  Committee,  Ho  change 
or  extension  of  these  premises  has  taken  place  during  the  year. 

General  and  accident  cases  are  received  by  the  Huddersfield 
Royal  Infirmary, 

There  is  no  local  Cottage  Hospital  and  there  are  no  maternity 
home  s ,

SE CTION  C.  SiiNIT^^Y  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY 

The  greater  part  of  the  area  derives  its  supply  from  the 
Dewshury  & Heckmondwike  \¥aterworks  Board  and  the  other  part  of  the 
area  from  the  Huddersfield  Corporation# 

The  supply  is  distributed  by  the  Council,  and  except  for  a number 
of  isolated  premises,  the  supply  is  available  throughiib liie  area.  The 
number  of  houses  connected  is  3019  and  the  number  not  connected  is  138. 

Samples  of  water  have  been  taken  at  regular  intervals  from  the 
main  source  of  supply  and  submitted  to  the  County  Laboratory  for 
Bacteriological  examination.  Similar  examination  has  been  carried 
out  for  observation  purposes,  of  the  Rusby  Reservoir  springs  which 
Y/ere  formerly  used  as  part  of  the  Public  supply. 

The  Tabic  on  page  5 shows  the  results  of  these  tests. 

A series  of  samples  v/ere  also  taken  for  bacteriological  and 
chemical  examination  during  test  pumping  operations  of  a borehole 
constructed  by  a private  firm  under  an  agreement  with  the  former 
Denby  & Cumberv/orth  Council, 

A private  supply  to  a Works  Canteen  has  been  sampled  for 
Bacteriological  and  Chemical  examination,  for  observation  purposes. 

The  results  were  satisfactory.

CLOSET  ACCOMODATION 

The  Council  make  a small  grant  towards  the  cost  of  the 
conversion  of  privy  closets  to  the  water  carriage  system.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING- 

This  work  was  transferred  to  the  control  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  during  the  early  part  of  this  year.  The  Council  carry 

out  t^e  collection  of  refuse  throughout  the  area  but  not  the 
erap-^y'ing  of  cesspools.  The  collection  is  carried  out  by  one 
scavenging  ts^e  waggon  with  a squad  of  four  men  continuously 
err^loyed  on  this  work  and  one  general  purpose  Y/aggon  used  part- 
time  on  this  v/ork  with  labour  dravm  from  the  highway’s  department. 

The  regularity  of  the  v/ork  has  been  fairly  well  maintained 
under  the  circumstances.  Disposal  of  the  refuse  is  by  tipping 
on  the  uncontrolled  system.  In  the  case  of  one  tip  the 
controlled  system  v/ould  be  difficult  to  carry  out  ov/ing  to  the 
configuration  of  the  ground  and  the  method  carried  out  in  the 
past  of  deep  face  tipping.  Labour  for  tipping  control  wias  not 
provided  in  the  past  and  is  not  of  course  available  under  the 
present  conditions. 

The  cost  of  collection  and  disposal  was  £1,663.

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SUCTION  E - INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

MILK  SUPPLY  - Practically  all  the  supply  is  produced  within  the 
area  and  is  mainly  distributed  by  the  producers.  A quantity  of 
the  milk  produced  is  despatched  to  neighbouring  toYms, 

The  premises  generally  are  maintained  in  a satisfactory 
condition  but  a number  of  producers  still  need  the  provision  of 
milk-rooms*  Slight  process  has  been  maed  in  this  direction  during 
the  year. 

The  County  Council  is  the  licencing  authority  with  respect 
to  the  production  of  milk  under  the  Special  Designations  Order  and 
the  sampling  of  such  milk  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Officials, 

The  number  of  licences  in  force  for  the  production  of  "Accredited" 
milk  is  the  same  as  last  year.o  There  are  no  producers  of  "Tuberculin 
Tested"  milk  or  "Pasteurised"  milk® 

No  retailers  have  been  removed  from  the  register  by 
proceedings  under  the  Milk  & Dairies  Order  and  there  were  no  instances 
recorded  of  disease  attributed  to  milk  during  the  year*

The  byelaws  previously  in  force  in  these  areas 
ceased  to  operate  on  1st  April  1939  under  the  provisions  of 
Article  86  of  the  West  Riding  Review  Order  1938,  ¥i[hich  repealed 
all  byelaY/s  made  before  the  first  of  January  1928*  Byelaws 
made  after  this  date  continue  to  apply  to  the  area  to  ¥7hioh  the 
byelavfs  extend,  until  they  are  repealed  or  altered'.
